Canada As A National Unit 


The conference held in Winnipeg tast month of two, hundred representa- 
tives of Boards of Trade and Chambers of Commerce from every province in 
Canada, and called together for the avowed purpose of frankly discussing the 
economie situation and needs of Canada, and from which discussion all part! 
zan political considerations and controversies were rigidly excluded, gives 
promise of having inaugurated a new era in the discussion and consideration 
of practical questions and problems. At the concluding Session one delegate 
characterized it as the “second Canadian confederation,” and, apart from the 
important resolutions, all unanimously adopted, provision was made for the! 
continuation of the work of the the forming of a Dominion 
Board of Trade, 


conference by 

There was plain speaking at the conference, and no minimizing of the ex 
tent of the problems and difficullies at present confronting the Dominion, but, 
in all respects, there was a pronounced note of confidence in Canada and in 
the courage, ability and determination of the Canadian people to work out! 
their own and their country’s salvation. Canada has progressed greatly dur: | 
ing the first fifty years of confederation, but the conterence was agreed that 
in the years just ahead of it will be found its great opportunity, which, if fully 
grasped, will lead to a future of brilliance, abounding development and pros: 
perity. 

The object of the conference was to bring together representative bust- 
ness men from the Maritime Provinees, Ontario and Quebec, the Prairle Prov- 
inces, and British Columbia in order that the problems or grievances and the 
economic outlook of each of these four main sections might be frankly pre 
sented and just as frankly discussed in the hope that av a result a better un- 
derstanding might result and a spirit-of give and take, of compromise, of a 
willingness to get together be developed. The conference was unquestion 
ably a success in these respects. 

The economic situation in the Maritime Provuices received lengthy and 
sympathetic consideration, and it was general greed that action should be 
taken to help solve the problems at present eonfronting that portion of the 
Dominion, Maritime that it essential 
that steps be taken to encourage the use of Canada’s Atlantic seaports, and the 


representatives strongly urged was 
diversion to those ports of much of the Canadian traffic now going to world 
markets thrugh the United States. On the other hand the steadily growing 
importance of trade via the Pacific route and the Panama Canal to Europe was 
outlined. Then, between these two, the case for the development of the St 
Lawrence and Great Lakes waterways to enable ocean going vessels to come

were presented. In tfne, no doubt, all these routes will be fully utilized, but 
the question now is, apart from purely political or sectional considerations, 
which offers the most immediate and greatest beneficial results to Canada as a 
whole. 


In regard to another question, however, namely the coal mining industry, 
it was found that the Interests of the Maritime Provinees and Alberta

For some time the various govern- 
ments of Canada and influential live: 
stock organizations have been endeav- 
oring to develop the sheep-ralsing in- 
dustry of Canada, both by stimulating 
interest in the industry among the 
agriculturalists of Canada and by 
bringing to the attention of prospec- 
tive settlers elsewhere the opportun- 
ity existing for such development tn 
the Dominion. It has been claimed, 
on good authority, that sheep raising 
holds better prospects at the present 
time than possibly any branch of agri. 
culture, 

One province at least would seem to 
have benefitted materially by this 
counsel, and the sheep industry of Al- 
berta is reported as being in a very 
fine condition. An increasing num- 
ber pf Alberta farmers are adding 
sheep to their activities, and the Al- 
berta wool clip, it is anticipated, will 
show a great improvement within the 
next few years. Some 700 Rambouil- 
let rams were imported last fall from 
the United States and a large number 
of Ramboulliet ewes (including one 
band of 1,200 head). According to 
customs officials, some 14,500 head ot 
sheep were brought into Alberta from 
Montana an other states during the 
ninety day duty-free period. Ac 
cording to the spring estimate of the 
Canadian Co-operative Wool Growers 
there were at least 175,000 head ot 
sheep to be shorn in Southern Alberta, 
with an average of six pounds per 
fleece, meaning a yield of approximate:

Rapid Expansion As a Mixed Farming 
Province is Noted 
8 rapid expansion as a mixed 
farming province in recent years has 
brought about a development of other 
branches of farming hitherto neglect 
ed, especially that of poultry raising. 
Three years ago this province was a 
heavy importer of eggs and other pou): 
try products in order to meet domestie 
requirements, but the farmers, realit 
ing that poultry raising was a valuable 
adjunct to thefr regular activities, 
have lately increased production to 
auch a degree that the province has 
now become an exporter. Last year, 
it is_estimated the province produced 
over 29,000,000 dozen eggs of a value 
of $5,796,000. In addition some 
5,200,000 pounds of Ilve and dressed 
poultry, worth $3,120,000, were handled 
by commercial houses, making a total 
production for the year of $8,196,000. 
This splendid showing Is largely 
due to the activities of the provinclal 
co-operativé marketing service, which 
has now been functioning for about 
five years.
